S. O. lOiE).—In exercise of the powers <^nfcrrcd by clause 
(3) of article 77 of the Constitution, the President hereby matea 
the following rules further to amend the Government of India 
(Allocation of Business) Rules, 1961, namely 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Government of India 
(Allocation of Business) (One hundred and thirty-first 
Amendment) Rules, 1978, 

<Z) They shall come into force on the dale of their pub¬ 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Second Schedule to the Government of India 
(Allocation of Business) Rules, 1961, under the heading 
“MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS (GRIH MANTRALAYA)^ 
und«r the sub-heading “DEPARTMENT OF PERSONNEL 
AND ADMINISTRATIVE REFORMS (KARMIK AUR PBA- 
SHASANIK SUDHAR VIBHAG)”, after entry 22, the foUow- 
ing entry shall be inserted, namely :— 

“22A (a) The administration of all service rules including 
F. Rs, S, Rjb and C. S. Rs except— 
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(i) proposals relating to revisions of pay structure Of 
employees; 

(ii) proposals for revisions of pay scales of Central 
Government employees; 

(iii) appointment of Pay Commission, processing of the 

recommendations and implementation thereof ; 

(iv) dearness allowance and other compensatojy allow¬ 

ances and travelling allowances; 

(v) pension structure and relief to pensioners ; 

(vi) any new facility to Government employees by way 

of service conditions or fringe benefits which in¬ 
volve significant financial implications ; 

(vii) matters relating to amendments to service rules 
having a predominantly financial character. 

(b) initiation of proposals for new facility to Government 
employees by way of service condiiions and fringe 
benefits involving significant recurring financial imp¬ 
lications. 

(c) issue of foimal orders of the Government of India in 

matters relating to amendments to service rules inclu¬ 
ding those having a predominantly financial character 
referred to in item (vii) of clause (a). 

(d) relaxation and liberalisation of any .service rules having 

a long-term financial implications in consultation with 
the Ministry of Finance,”
